Listing of Claims: 

Claim 1 . (Currently Amended) An electronic toll collection system for rental vehicles, 
each with a front windshield, comprising: 
a plurality of rental vehicles; 

a plurality of electronic tags, with a single electronic tag installed on each of the 
rental vehicles; 

a plurality of toll plazas, each toll plaza having a transceiver which transmits and 
receive receives signals from the plurality of electronic tags and a transaction feedback 
message display sign to convey information to the rental vehicles[[;]]. 

Claim 2. (Original) The system according to claim 1, wherein the electronic tag contains 
an electronic chip that is installed on the front windshield of the rental vehicle. 

Claim 3. (Original) The system according to claim 1, wherein the transceivers utilize an 
antenna. 
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Claim 4. (Currently Amended) An electronic toll collection method for rental vehicles, 
comprising the following steps: 

registering a rental vehicle that is part of an electronic toll collection system , said 
rental vehicle having an electronic tag installed therein; 

clearing and resetting said electronic toll collection system upon receipt of a rental 
vehicle; 

driving the rental vehicle and accumulating electronic toll collection data at toll 
plazas having a transceiver which transmits and receives signals from said electronic tag ; 
[[and]] 

deducting the cost of the tolls encountered from a prepaid account; 

automatically adding funds to the prepaid account once it reaches $10; 

shutting down the electronic toll collection system when the prepaid account 
cannot be replenished with additional funds; and 

returning said rental vehicle and paying a fee based on the accumulated electronic 
toll collection data. 

Claim 5. (Original) The method according to claim 4, wherein said electronic toll 
collection data includes the time and date that tolls were encountered and the cost of tolls 
encountered. 

Claims 6 and 7 (Canceled). 
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Claim 8. (Original) The method according to claim 4, wherein important usage 
information is provided on how to safely use the electronic toll collection system. 

Claim 9. (New) The method according to claim 8, wherein said important usage 
information is displayed on a transaction feedback message display sign. 

Claim 10. (New) The system according to claim K wherein said transaction feedback 
message display sign provides information on how to safely use the electronic toll 
collection system. 
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
